Supplementing the information on the reshuffling of headquarters and units 
in all army areas, which was contained in the two last monthly reports, the 
following new or confirmatory information has been received. + 25x14 


a. fiehth Guards Army. The headquarters and the 15th Gds Tank SP Reet of 
the 39th Gds fitz Rifle Div were confirmed in ONRDRUF 
Since reports from RUBOLSTADT and SAALIELD 

it is believed that the divisional components 

previously stationed at the two posts are now located in the OHMDHUF—95y 1 
CRAWINKEL area. The military posts of PLAURN and MUININGEN ara still 
occupied by three regiments of the 39th dds itz Rifle Div. The barracks 
installations vacated in SAALFELD and RUDOLSTADT were probably reocecupied 
by all of the headquarters trceops of the KXVIII Ggs litz Rifle Corps, 
with the exception of the corps headquarters itself and the AT artillery 
brigade which seemed to have remained in the Reuss Kaserne, GANA, for the 
_time being. There have been vague indications that the 65th Gas lees Rec 
of the 20th Gds Lecz Div moved from WEIMAR-NOUPA to SERA in Liecember 1951 
or early January 1952. Contrary to previous beliefs, tho unidentified

Training of the units in all posts in the Soviet Zone of Germany progressed 
with great intensity in December 1951 and thse first half of January 1952. 
The activities observed included the individual training of recruits as 
well as unit training at company level. Specifically, the troops were 
engaged in the following types of training: 


In the barracks yerd. Drill with adwithout hand arms, sometimes even 
with wooden rifles; theoretical and practical training with carbines, AT 
rifies, light and heavy machine guns and light mortars with the soldiers 
being rated individually in their skill in handling their arms » probebly 
preparatory to a final efficiency rating during the inspection completing 
the recruit training peried; training at an obstacle well or in an obs- 
tacle course, sometimes with full equipment including field packs dril1 
with gas masks and gas-protective clothings cross country runs with full 
equipments AA defense with Light machine guna on tripod mounts and Light 
AA guns, including aiming practice at model aircraft and dummy parachu- 
tists; practice with artillery pieces of all types, motor vehicles, tanis, 
range Linders and battery commander's telescopes; artillery crill, such 
as mortar practice with training ammunition; aubealiber firing practice 
with tank and SP puns; politieal indoctrination; ordnance instruction

In the field, Infantry field training individually and at squad and 
platcon ievel, including: close-conbat training, digging in and the 
throwing of live and practice hand grenades as well as simulated attacks 
with the objective of overrumning an enemy position from a. medium dia— 
tance and penetrating it; the limbering and unlimbering of artillery 
pieces drawn by trucks and caterpillar tractors; moving into firing 
positions; laying and aiming practice with artillery pieces, including 
tank guns; orientation by map; range estination; road and cross-country 
driving of individual vehicles and tanks; the training of student drivers 
by divisional driver schools; road marches at company level with full, 
equipment including field pack; subcaliber firing practice with tanks 

and SP guns; the training of signa). troops in line construction and the 
operation of field telephone and pack radio seta; the training of AAA 
troops in the establishment of emplacements near their quarters, laying and 
eiming practice at aircraft with and without sleeve targets, and in con- 
junction with searchlights at night. In general, these types of field 
training were conducted in the vicinity of the military billeting areas or 
at the military post drill grounds, with heavy weapons and tanks sometimes 
remaining at the drill grounds in temporary sheds during the nichts, In 
January, some troop.. units trained during the night and rested in the day= 
tims. 


At troop training grounds. Record practice with licht irfantry weapons at 
squad level and individual record firing with tank and artillery Pieces in 
cycles of from two to four dayss firing practice by platoon leaders and 
company commanders. ilitary billeting areas have become increasingly in~ 
accessible because civilian traffic is prohibited in the approach areas 
and ebservation is obstructed by the construction of high fences. Hence, 
the efforts of the sources to follow the events in the billeting areas is 
Linited.

Operational difficulties of the Soviet Zons railroads have eased 
slightly if contrasted with conditions prevailing in the preceding 
month, The daily backlog of loaded cars awaiting dispatch dropped 


from 2,000 to 1,00 units. 


Seal stocks available, although fluctuating slightly, were kept at 
about the same level. On 13 January 1952, approximately 267,000 tons 
of coal were on hand. Considering a daily coal consumption quota of 
22,190 tons as was fixed on 6 January, this quantity would be adequate 
for about 12 days. 


Tratfic through border crossing stations along the Cder/Neigse Line 
sontimmed to be normal during the period under review. In the first 
third of January, the crude oil shipments dispatched from ZISTERSDORE * 
to the Soviet Zone of Germany through BAD SCHANDAU Increased to a 
daily average of 81 railroad tank cers. However, after midnanuary, 
they dropped again to an average of 70 cars. 


The completion date for the reconstruction of the second track on the 
FRANKFURT/Oder ~ GUBEN railroad line had to be postponed to the spring 
of 1952 because of difficulties experienced in the precurenent of con~ 
struction materials. 


On 11 January 1952, a total of 2,362 railroad tank cars was available 
in the gone. A count made on 19 January showed that 2,22) heavy-duty 
flatcars and 57 well wagons were available. Rolling stock that was 
operating outside the zone on the day of count were not included in 
these figures. A tabulation made on 27 January 1952 on tank shuttle 
trains kept at the disposal of the Soviets ab various places of the 
zone shows that 13 such trains having shuttle train Nos 270 through 203 
arewatilable. Each of these trains consists of 23 to 27 heavy-duty 
flatears, Of the cars concerned, 178 have a load capacity of about 50 
tons, while 86 have a load capacity of 80 tons.

Tha volume of Soviet supply traffic from the U.S.S.R. to the Soviet 
Zene of Germany and within the Soviet Zone of Germany in December 19521 
rose over the Novenber volume by about 50 percent. A total of 1,266 
carloads of ammunition came in from the east in December compared with 
only 687 carloads in November, The fact that the volume of ammunition 
shipments arriving at the ammrition depots was substantially above the 
volune of outgoing shipments indicates an increase in the stockpiling 
level. Reports also indicated the efforts to increase the capacity of 
the tank and motor vehicle repair shops. The program, which apparently 
began in the summer of 1951, of assigning repair shop trucks to troop 
units continued so that the units will probably be largely equipped with 
their own maintenance services in the future. Incoming supply ship- 
ments from the U.S,5.R. also included about 150 carloads cf spare parts 
in December and $7 new T--3l, and JS tanks which were issued directly to 
troop units between the end of December 1951 and mid-January 1952, 


The stockpiling et the new fuel depot of SERA SSGRALBCHEN.-~BERNSDORF , 
about 12 kn north of KAMFNZ in Saxony, began at the end of December 1951. 
About 2,500 cubic meters of fuel had been stored there by the mldéie of 
January 1952.. The depot has a storage capacity of about 1,000 cubic 
neters.
